In the good
old davs wben tho inomory of Ilcndrick
Iludson and duo rovcrence for "thoir
High Mightinesscs" of Amsterdam bad
not vct dcpartcd from
fltout-heade- d aod hardheadcd old Govcr-no- r

Petcr StuvTosant had Iiis Bouwerie,
or countrjr seat, out thia waj, and tho
highway thercto, out of proper respcct,
derivcd ita imperishable namo tbcrclroni.

In sorao of thc carlicr maps.to bc surc,
prepared by preaumptuous Yaukccs or
usurpingEoglishmcn.tho Governor's drivo
ia dcgraded to 'thc high-roa- d to Boston,'
as if New Yorkcrscared whatBettlcllenta
bordered on thoir highway aftcr it had
departcd from thc incomparablc island.

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A Wont About Job Prlntlnc.

Thero is so much good scnso in tho
articlo from the St. Albans r,

applicablo to othcr coramunitica
than St. Albans, that wo copy it :

It has roccntly bocomo tho practico of
afcw job printing officcs in tho largo
citics to send drutnmcrs into tho smallcr
citics and largo country towns to solicit
busincsa. They carry with thcm sam-plc- s

of s, lctter hcada, busincsa
cards, blank rcccipts, notes, chccks, ctc,
and ofTcr to print according to samplo
and at prioo3 which cannot possibly d

a profit. Thoy tcll tho mcrchanta
that theso country officcs neithcr have
tho facilitiea nor posscss tho skill to do
cqually good work, and that bv rcason
of not having so much to do, cannot, of'
course do it bo chcaply, This appcars
plausiblc, and gentlemcn who havo good
taste, and an eve to tho cconomical ns
wcll as tho beautiful, will givo them
their patronago ; and on tho principlc
that a man alwaya has a right to trado
whero ho cau trade to best advantage,
will feel justificd against any coraplaint
that wo poor dovils may bo disposed to
make.

Now a word. Wo admit tho largor
facilitiea. of many city officcs, and admit
that many of them cmploy cngravcrs,
which country officcs cannot afford to do ;
but wo do not admit that they can do
printing chcaper or bettor than any well
stockcd nnd wcll kcpt country offico.
Their rcnts aro highcr, thc wages of their
cmploycs are highcr, and nothing which
they uso about their work ia cheaper
than tho stock which wo are obligcd to
keep on hand. And as for being ablo to
work cheaper becauso they havo moro
work to do, this applies only to tho large-nos- s

of jobs aud uot to thoir multiplicity.
Tho same rule applies with us. All officcs
can print 1000 copies proportionally
cheaper than 500. But no offico can
print a thousand ilifferent jobs propor-
tionally cheaper than fivo hundred, uulcss
they havo not otherwise sufficient cmploy-men- t,

or uulcss they havo a remarkablc
sameness in their work. Wo do work so
reasonably hero in the country that we
cannot afford to send runnera "bum-mors- "

wo had almost said through
small towns to solicit busincss. They in
tho citics must get their pay for it from
somo source, and is it probablo that thoy
lovo the country so much bettcr than the
city as to make their homo patrons pay
it7 Not very. No, the fact is that nine-tent-

of their country patrons are
by them ; dcceivcd as to tho abil-it- y

of officcs in their own villagcs to do
the samc work : dcceivcd as to tho actual
costofit; dcceivcd aa to thc quality of
mo iiik anu papcr ny thcse city concerns,
and dcceivcd aa to the "skill" cmploycd,
for many ofthc samplca which wo have
secn are loud and tawdry beyond cxpress-io- n

outragcs upon good taste, and just
such chcap and flashy thinga aa City
Snobbery conccives that Country Taste
admirca.

But even if their work wero botter
(and wo are willing to comnarc samnlcs
any day) yot is it to tho rcal intercst of
the country to patronizo thom 7 Kvcn if
their work ia chciper (which wo dcny) is
thero enough savcd by the country mer-
chant or banker so that ho can afford to
thua wcakcn any institution of his own
town 7 Hero ia thc point, and wo want it
undcrstood ; every country offico mustdc-pen- d

entirely on Iiouio patronago or it
must go down. lluin our job busincss
and we cannot sustain our ncwspapcrs. A
mcrely local papcr cannot by any possi-bilit- y

attain a circulation large enough to
pay its cxpcnses and afford sufficient prof-
it to cngage such talont as can alono make
it worthy any patrouage at all. If the
papcr ia not a good ono it has uo claira
for mpport, and wo havo uo sympathy
with that playcd-ou- t old argument that a
journal or a o niercly becauso it
is a local institution is worthy of libcral
and unauimous local support. But if it
is a good onc, an honor and a great ad-

vantage to thc town, us wcll as an import-su- it

bcnefit to tho cntiro coramunity around
then it is cntitlcd to livo and bc encourag-ed- .

It agitatcs public questions, it re-

ports public proccedings, it proicsU
agaiust public wrongs it advocates publio
rights, it gives the local news, it promotes'
loeal tliril't, it magniGcs your local con- -

scqucnco aud souuds abroad your local
fumc. ThcSt. Albans Butter Market,
the Burlington Lilmbcr Trade, and tho
llutland Marblo Busiucss owo more to
tho leadiug papcra of their towns than
they can cstimatc, and every othcr kind
of busincss is similarly bcnefited in tho
same ratio.

Now, gentlcmen, jou who aro thought
lessly lcnding your patronago to strangera
ui uisiant cuies, wuo uavo ncver uencut-e- d

you nor your local intercsta tho valuo
of a dioic nor a ccnt, will you let thcso
institutions go down 7 Or, what ia about
aa bad, will you lot thcm drag out a weak

Evcn tho wholo-Dshor- which for so long
a timo has becn carricd on by means of
thoharpoon, has, aa is wcll known, latcly
bcen prosccutod by liring cxplosivo

into tho body of tho atrimal with
shouldcr-gun- a or with cannon, and thua
disabling it very quickly. This method
has becn adoptcd by many whalcrs in the
Grccnland scas, and has becn cspccially
applicd of lato to tho taking of tho large
finback whalcs of tho Norwogtan coast.
Thcso animals havo hithcrto bcen but
littlo disturbcd by whalers, as, although
of cnormous sizo (from sixty to ninety
fcct), thoy posscBS comparatively lit'lc
blubber, and aro so aetivo as to bo rarely,
if over, successfully attackcd by tho bar-poo-

A rcconf writer in Land and Water
rccounts a late visit to tho establishment
of Herr Foycn, in tho Varanger Fiord,
whcre, from a small Island, tho fishcry is
proaccutcd by means of two small steam-er- s

of about scventy tons cach. The
spccial apparatua cmploycd consists of a
harpoon, inclosing in its hcad half a pound
of gunpowdcr, aud with jointcd or hinged
barbs containing somo percussion-powde- t
betwccn thcm. When tho whalo is with
in gunshot, this harpoon, attachcd to the
cnd of a long cord coilcd around a drum,
is fircd into tho animal from a cannon
about tho sizo of a four pounder. As tho
flukca pcnctrato tho side ofthc whalo they
aro naturally brought together or prcssed
down toward the shaft, and in so doing
ignite tho percusaion-powde- r, which sets
firo to the gunpowder, causing an exploa-io- n

in the body of thc animal that usual-l- y

produccs a mortal wound. The wbale,
of coursc, starta off under the stimulus of
tho pain, and thc rope is carried out for
a timo, being uncoilcd from tho drum
prccisely liko a fishing-lin- e from tho rccl
of a fishing rod, tho stcamcr following
after bo as to prevcnt and unduc Btrain.
If nccessary a sccond dischargo takes
placc, which almost invariably produccs
death,

Thc stcamcr then tows thc animal back
to thc station, where tho blubber ia taken
off in a long strip by means of proporly
constructed apparatus, aftcr which tho
flcsh is removcd in a somewhat similar
manncr, and Gnally tho bones are scparat-c- d

and haulcd out. It is thc intention of
tho proprietor to prepare a fertilizcr by
drying tho flcsh and rcducing it to powder,
and a brisk trado has already sprung up
in Gcrmany in this articlo. Tho bones
are likcwisc to bc ground and utilizcd in
various ways ; so that the entire animal

blubber, flcsh, and bones will be put
to cconomical purposcs. Tho carcasses
of over thirty whales wero heapcd up on
tho island at the timo oftho visit roferred
to, forming a red hill of very considerable
mngnitude, visible at a great distance.
Tho proprietor statod that tho factory
would not answer its expectalions unlcss
fifty whales could bo taken every summer.
It was thought, however, that there
would be comparatively littlo difficulty
in sccuring this numbcr ; and in fact, as
we lcarn later advices, over sixty in all
were capturcd during tho season.

His 80 cwcs, all being with lamb,
includo uot a single poor shcep and are
a sight that would do your agricultural
rcportcr good. Thoy arc dividcd into
two pcns and fcd hay twico a day with
eight quarts of corn at night. Tbe rest
are dividcd into four pcns and fed hay
with eight or ten quarts of oats a day.
They cat cvcrything up clcan, and all
look wcll. The timo for fabulous prices
of fino wool Bhccn, is passcd, and many
farmcrs aro cxcnanging their bloodcd
flocks for tho coarscr brccds, which arc
bettcr adaptcd to the climato and for
mutton.
